duty of the commissioner of internal 
revenue, with the approval of the sec- 
retary of the treasury, to appoint, 
where the necessities of the service 
may require, examining boards, each 
to consist of “three freeholders in good 
standing, one of whom shall belong to 
a different political party from the 
other two.“ These boards are to ex- 
amine all applicants for the positions 
of gauger and store-keeper in their re- 
speoti ve localities, whose names may 
de furnished to said boards by the 
| commissioner of internal’ revenve.” 
No applicant is to be refused examina- 
tion on account of adherence to any 
| political party. It is made the duty of 
the boards to inquire, ‘first, as to the 
moral character of applicants, their 
reputation for integrity, sobriety, and 
industry; and, vecond, as to their 
intelligence, capacity, and knowl- 
edge of the duties of the positions 
which they respectively seek. The 
boards are to report the results of their 
examinations with their recommenda- 
tions, to the commissioner of internal 
revenue, the commissioner is to in- 
dorse his opinion or recommendation 
upon the report; and transmit the 
same to the secretary of the treasury, 
who shall indorse his opinion and rec- 
ommendation and transmit tothe pres- 
ident, who may make his appointments 
from the lists of persons recommend- 
ed. 

The examinations for promotion 
from the lower grades are to be made 
“ander such regulations and in sych 
manner as the commissioner of inter- 
nal revenue, by the direction of the 
secretary of the treasury, shall pre- 
scribe,” and the “promotions “shall be 
made by the president from among 
those who pass the examinations.” 
The seventh and last section declares 
that it shall be lawful for the commis- 
sioner of internal revenue, with the ap- 
proval of the secretary of the treasury, 
to remove all supervisors and all offi- 
cers of lower grade, in the, internal rev- 
enue department from office for incom- 
petency, for neglect of omcial duties, 
for malfeasance in office, fer paying 
money for political purposes, or for 
using official influence for the same, 
but not without such cause.”

York 
Journal of Commerce says it will be in 
order “at some better time when reve- 
nue reform will get a fair hearing,” 
The Louisville Courier-Journal says 
the bill possess the features of a sweep- 
ing and rigorous reform. The Cincin- 
nati Enguirer pronounces it an emi- 
nently just and proper measure, and 
says it would be advantageous to the 
government service if it became a 
law. The St. Louis Times says it is by 
far the best and most practical move- 
ment towards civil service reform that 
has yet been made. If,“ says the 
Times, “the republican party was in 
earnest in its professions at Cincinnati, 
and if Mr. Hayes was in earnest in his 
letter of acceptance, the senate will at 
once take this bill up and pass it; if 
not, it will be quietly killed.“ The 
Philadelphia Times thinks the bill. has 
more atr of business about it than all 
President Grant's large, tentative civil 
service reform operations, with Geo.
